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Watches, Furniture, and Carriages. 

In my report for 1884, I recommended the repeal of the State tax 
on watches, household furniture, and carriages, and I am still of the 
opinion that these taxes should be removed by repealing the acts 
under which they are collected; they are more obnoxious to the indi- 
vidual taxpayer than any others now in force, and are more generally 
evaded. 

Furniture is not a source of income like mortgages and moneys at 
interest: it is unproductive property kept for the comfort and conven- 
ience of the owner. In many cases the value of different articles of 
furniture is more fanciful than real. Nine tenths of the taxpayers ob- 
ject to putting a value upon articles of furniture or giving the assess- 
or an inventory thereof. The amount returned for these several 
articles shows that, as a rule, the law is persistently evaded ; besides, 
from our present sources of revenue this loss can be borne without 
serious inconvenience. I append statement showing the amount of

State Revenues. 

In view qf the present depression in many kinds of business from 
* which State taxes are collected, and the demands made and to be 
made upon the public treasury, no great reduction in taxation can be 
made with safety. The decision of the Supreme Court in case of the 
Pennsylvania Coal Company, by which the Commonwealth is pro- 
hibited from taxing so much of the capital stock of a corporation as is 
represented by property situate in other States and countries has cur- 
tailed the amount of property liable to taxation for State purposes. 
The expense imposed upon the State in the care and treatment of the 
indigent insane, made necessary by the act of June 13, 1883, has made 
inroads upon the funds of the Commonwealth equal to several hun- 
dred thousand dollars annually. The 20th section of the act of June 
30, 1885, repealed the tax upon the capital stock of manufacturing 
corporations, by which three hundred thousand dollars each year have 
been diverted from the State Treasury, and wholly lost for the future. 
By the national banking act of June 3, 1864, Revised Statutes of 
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United States, page 1015, the respective States of the nation are pro- 
hibited from taxing the national banks at any higher rate than mon- 
eys in the hands of the individual citizen of the several States are 
taxed. We receive annually from the national banks in the Com- 
monwealth more than three hundred thousand dollars. The Legisla- 
ture cannot remove the tax from moneys at interest without losing 
this national bank tax and destroying the uniformity prescribed by 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth, as well as by the act of Con- 
gress. National banks in several instances are resisting the payment 
of any State tax, and appeals from tax settlements are now pending 
in our Supreme Court, and on the way to the Supreme Court of the 
y United States. They are resisting the payment of the taxes imposed 
by our laws for the reason, among others, that so many exemptions 
and exceptions have been made that legal and actual uniformity has 
been destroyed, and until these cases are finally determined in the 
court of the last resort, the State officials will be harassed and delayed 
in collecting moneys due the Commonwealth from these sources. 

It is now an open question which party will succeed in the pending 
litigation, and the Legislature cannot afford to jeopard the finances of 
the State by any other and further legislation repealing present tax 
laws or increasing the present already too large list of exemptions. 
Notwithstanding the pending litigations, the great majority of the 
national banks have cheerfully paid the tax assessed against them by 
the State officials. In several instances, our own Supreme Court has 
taken occasion to call attention to section one of article nine of the 
new Constitution, which provides that " all taxes shall be uniform 
upon the same class of subjects within territoral limits of the author- 
ity levying the tax, and shall be levied and collected under general 
laws," and insists that it shall not -be nullified and frittered away by 
unfriendly legislation extending and increasing exemption of proper- 
ty. One ground of attack upon the new tax law of 1885 was the pro- . 
viso at the end of the first section, which provides that the provisions 
of this act shall not apply to building and loan associations. I have 
ever been of the opinion that section one of the act of May 22, 1883, 
providing that mutual loan and building associations shall be exempt 
from the provisions of each and every law imposing taxes for State 
purposes on their capital stock or mortgages or other securities for 
money loaned to their own members, was hostile to the letter and 
spirit of our own Constitution, and as a member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives spoke and voted against the bill. It might be here added 
that this exemption is one of the grounds upon which the national 
banks expect to be relieved from the payment of State taxes, when 
the question comes before the Supreme Court of the United States. 

Butchers and Drovers. 

For many years prior to 1883, butchers and drovers paid a State tax 
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as dealers in merchandise. In 1883, two cases from Lancaster county 
were taken to the Supreme Court, in which it was held that a butcher 
who sells the meat of animals slaughtered by himself is not a dealer 
within the spirit of our license laws, and that live stock is not mer- 
chandise within the meaning' of the same. 

There is no valid reason why butchers and dealers in live stock 
should not contribute something to the general good, as well as grocers 
and dry-goods merchants. 

It is hoped that the General Assembly, at the coming session, will 
enact appropriate legislation to reach these cases, and put drovers and 
butchers upon an equal footing with other trades-people of the State. 

Mercantile Appraisers. 

In my annual report for 1884, I called the attention of the Legisla- 
ture to the law regulating the appointment of mercantile appraiser, 
and asked that some modification be made in reference to the whole 
subject of the assessment and collection of mercantile taxes. 

This Department, during the past three years, has had more trouble 
and annoyance upon this subject than upon any other. It is hoped 
that the next Legislature will remedy the present defects, and that 
uniformity may be enforced in the whole State. 

At present, the county commissioners, except in Philadelphia, ap- 
point the mercantile appraisers, who assess taxes belonging to the 
State amounting to nearly twelve hundred thousand dollars a year. 
Why should the commissioners of the several counties appoint this 
officer, who is only clothed with duties pertaining to the State ? The 
Auditor General should control the appointment, or, at least, it should 
be subject to his approval. At present, in too many cases, as is well 
known, the appointee is given the place without any regard to his fit- 
ness or the duties to be performed. It is quite common for the board 
of county commissioners to look upon this appointment as part of its 
official patronage, one member making the appointment one year and 
another the next, until each member of the board has made one ap- 
pointment. As well might the Auditor General appoint the commis- 
sioners' clerk. The counties are not interested in these taxes, and this 
burden — if it is a burden — should not be thrown upon these officials. 
I am finding no fault with the commissioners of the respective coun- 
ties ; they do as much, or more, than can reasonably be expected of 
them in a matter in which neither they nor their counties are inter- 
ested. The complaint is made against existing legislation. Another 
error is allowing the mercantile appraiser to designate the newspapers 
in which his list is advertised. At present, the hands of the Auditor 
General are tied. The appraiser names the newspapers, the county 
treasurer pays the bills for advertising, and the Auditor General is di- 
rected to allow the county treasurer, in the settlement of his accounts, 
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credit for the sums so paid, providing the publication is made in con- 
formity with law. I have done my best to have the advertising, dur- 
ing my term, conducted upon a business, instead of apolitical, basis, 
recognizing the fact that taxpayers come from all political parties, and 
that every dealer and taxpayer has a right to look at his own party 
paper for his assessment. In far too many cases the mercantile list 
has been published in obscure papers, not generally read, and which 
could afford to print the list much below the price paid by the 
State. In many cases, the leading and recognized papers have been 
omitted, and some cross-road paper, read but by few, has been se- 
lected. In some counties, the lists were wholly printed in Democratic 
papers, and in others wholly in Republican ones. The personal and 
political views of the appraiser were reflected, the information in- 
tended by the State was not given, and the real object of the 
law was nullified. In my circular to mercantile appraisers, De- 
cember 20, 1885, I said : " It is insisted that the mercantile list shall 
be published in newspapers representing both the leading political 
parties, and I request that newspapers that are the oldest and best es- 
tablished, and that have the largest circulation in the county where 
the list is published, be selected." In the face of this request, in some 
counties the leading papers have been omitted. 

It has been intimated that the appraiser may have had a pecuni- 
ary interest in the publication. How this is, I know not. Any of the 
leading papers in Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, or elsewhere, can afford to 
print the list for the price paid. The list does not always appear in 
such papers. I trust that my successor may be given some additional 
authority in reference to appointment and advertising. Last spring, I 
directed the treasurer of Allegheny county to withhold payment from 
the Sontagsbote, a German paper, upon the ground that it was a Sun- 
day paper in fact as well as in name, and that the list was not legally 
published. After assuming several forms, the case finally went to the 
Supreme Court on a mandamus against County Treasurer McCand- 
less. The court below held that the county treasurer was not liable 
to the Sontagsbote for its claim of $4,152. The editor appealed to the 
Supreme Court, which has recently sent down an opinion sustaining 
the court below. 

The act of April 11, 1862, Pamphlet Laws, 492, was evidently de- 
signed to inaugurate a new and complete system with reference to the 
duties of mercantile appraisers; their personal visitation of every* 
store, distillery, brewery, or other place of business of every person ; 
the appeals from assessments, &c, &c. In section two of this act, the 
Auditor General is restricted in the number of papers in which the list 
may be printed, but he is not affirmatively authorized or directed to 
publish in any. The reason for any publication ceased when personal 
notice was prescribed by the act of 1862. It maybe claimed that the 
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list is still to be published in Philadelphia, because the act of June 6, 
1873, Pamphlet Laws, 407, amends the second section of the act of 
April 11, 1862, by limiting the publication in that city to six papers. 
But if no authority was conferred or directed by the act of 1862, as 
intimated by Judge Ewing, certainly none was by the act of 1873, 
which was a mere supplement to the act of 1862. The only direct au- 
thority I can find for any publication since 1862 is in the act of April 
18, 1878, Pamphlet Laws, 26, commonly known as the recorder's 
bill applicable to Philadelphia. By virtue of section 3 of this act, 
the recorder was directed to cause a complete list of the persons 
returned and appraised by the mercantile appraiser, to be pub- 
lished once a week during four consecutive weeks, in not less 
than two nor more than six newspapers in said city. By the act 
of April 19, 1883, Pamphlet Laws, 8, the recorder's bill was wholly 
repealed, except a proviso at the end of section five, in refer- 
ence to farmers selling their own produce in stalls or on sidewalks, 
and by the act of May 29, 1883, Pamphlet Laws, page 188, the office 
of recorder was abolished. In view of all these acts and repealing 
clauses, I can see no 'authority for publishing in Philadelphia, Alle- 
gheny, or Pittsburgh, and in these places the major part of the cost is 
incurred. It is not certain how this decision may affect the balance 
of the State, or whether in the other counties a list of dealers, as for- 
merly, should be published. It cost the State each year for printing 
the mercantile lists about one hundred thousand dollars. The whole 
amount received from this source is about four hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars annually. Counsel who represented the Common- 
wealth are of the opinion that there is no authority to publish these 
lists in any county — that personal service under the act of 1862 is all 
that is required. The attention of the Legislature is invited to this 
subject, and by proper enactment either direct or withhold publica- 
tion. 

Hawking; and Peddling:* 

The laws in reference to hawking and peddling are a perfect hodge- 
podge. We have general laws, and local and special acts have from 
time to time been engrafted upon them until no person can tell what 
the law is with any degree of certainty. They need a thorough, com- 
plete, and intelligent revision. A better mode of granting licenses 
should be provided, and the classes entitled to peddle might safely be 
'extended. Hundreds of able-bodied men are now engaged in this 
business who pay no license for the reason that they can obtain none. 
The State loses a large sum of money by reason of inefficient legisla- 
tion on this subject. The amount received in 1885 from peddler's 
licenses was only $3,137 76. 

Collateral Inheritance Tax. 

In 1884 there was paid taxes on collateral inheritances amounting to 
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$461,465 48. In 1885 there was paid $797,369 33. In 1886, $662,976 61. 
These taxes become due and payable by virtue of the first section of 
the act of 7th of April, 1826, the oldest law, I believe, under which any 
tax is collected in the Commonwealth. 

No tax of this amount is so easily collected. For many years at- 
tempts have been made to secure its repeal, and I do not discuss the 
wisdom of its enactment. Under it large sums are annually paid into 
the State Treasury, and before its repeal is consummated other sources 
of revenue should be found. It is sixty years old, and its age entitles 
it to some consideration. Very much of this tax is lost to the Com- 
monwealth by the frequent change in office of register of wills. It 
is a lien upon real estate for a period of twenty years, and if in all 
cases of delinquency for the period of, say, ten years, a share was al- 
lowed informers, as in escheats, very few estates would escape the 
payinent of the tax. 

County Officers. 

The thirteenth section of the act of June 12, 1878, fixing the fees to 
be received by county officers, is defective for the reason that it does 
not provide for the payment into the State Treasury by the recorder 
of deeds of fifty per centum of the fees received by him yearly in ex- 
cess of $2,000, clerk hire and stationery, as required of the prothono- 
tary, register, and clerk of orphans' court, quarter sessions, and oyer 
and terminer. The said section is further defective in that it does not 
extend to the sheriff the act of April 21, 1846, relative to the auditing 
of accounts of county officers. * 

Private Bankers and Brokers, and Incorporated State 

Banks. 

Exclusive of national banks, there are two classes of banks doing 
business in this State. First, there are eighty-one regularly incorpo- 
rated Stale banks, of whom seventy-eight make report for 1885. Of 
this number, less than twenty are incorporated under the general 
banking act of 1876; the balance are doing business under special 
charters granted them in the days of special legislation. These incor- 
porated banks pay to the State the same tax upon their capital stock 
as do the national banks. They are required to make to the Auditor 
General every year a report showing the condition of the bank upon 
each of four discount days, giving a detailed statement of their assets, 
and liabilities, with the cash value of each item of assets verified by 
the affidavit of the president or cashier. In the past, many of these 
banks have been reluctant to make this statement complete, and fully 
one half of them, for several years prior to 1885, failed to report the 
cash value of their assets. The reports for 1885 and 1886 make a bet- 
ter showing, nearly all of them having, in this respect, complied with 
the law.

The published reports from year to year show that many of them 
are carrying among their assets thousands of dollars of protested 
paper, and large quantities of real estate, which, by their showing, 
must be unproductive. In many cases, the amount of available assets 
is alarmingly small as compared with their liabilities to depositors, 
and nearly one fifth of them pay no dividends to their stockholders. 

The second class doing business in the State is composed of what 
are called " private banks." By the tenth section of the revenue act 
of 1879, " hankers and brokers " are required annually, upon the first 
Monday of November of each year, to make report to the Auditor 
General, under oath or affirmation, setting forth the entire amount of 
net earnings or income received from all sources during the preced- 
ing year, and upon such net earnings or income shall pay into the 
State Treasury, for the use of the State, within sixty days thereafter, 
three per centum upon such net earnings or income. In pursuance of 
this section, for the year 1886, 266 bankers and brokers make report. 
These reports are made under oath. The practice in this office has 
been to allow them to deduct from their " gross earnings " clerk hire, 
rent, fuel, taxes, insurance, and loss in exchange. The tax of three 
per cent, is then laid upon the balance remaining, which represents 
the net earnings of the 266 private bankers and brokers reporting for 
the current year. The number reporting an annual income

For the information of the public, I append, at the end of this arti- 
cle, a detailed list, marked " Exhibit A," of the 266 bankers and 
brokers making report, showing the amount of gross receipts and net 
income returned by each, upon which a three per cent, tax is assessed 
and paid. Of the above number, it is estimated that some 200 are en- 
gaged in banking business. Many of them are situated in small 
towns, remote from national and State banks, and are the sole depos- 
itories for the savings of the communities in which they are located. 
Many of them have high-sounding titles, which are taking with the 
people. There is something seductive to the average citizen in the 
word " bank." Generally, " a bank " is supposed to be a safe deposi- 
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tory for the citizens' money. These banks sometimes consist of a sin- 
gle individual ; more often of two or more persons, who constitute a 
firm or private partnership. They have no capital stock, and the pub- 
lic, which trusts them implicitly, has no knowledge or means of know- 
ing the extent of their assets and liabilities. It may be said that the 
property of the persons composing the firm is liable to its full amount 
for the payment of the amount due depositors ; but past experience 
has sadly shown that, in case of the failure of a private bank, the 
property and assets of the persons composing the same, in too many 
instances, had found its way into the hands and control of the owners' 
friends and relations. Convenient judgments, mortgages, and trans- 
fers given before the shutters went up, had been resorted to, and when 
the innocent and too-confiding depositors came to look after their 
money, the assets were, as a rule, found to be composed of protested 
notes, rusty nickels, and unpaid bills. In 1886, as before stated, 
twenty-nine reported a net loss, forty-four an income of less than 
$500, and twenty-five an income of less than $1,000, making ninety- 
eight which are doing a public business, and which, on an average, 
earn less per annum than a good mechanic. The logic is clear that 
they are in an unsafe condition, or else they are not paying the State 
her just dues. In either event, their management is wrong. 

In 1883, fifteen private banks reported a net loss during that year, 
eighteen a net income of less than $1,000, thirty an income of less 
than $2,000, and twenty an income of less than $3,000. 

The report for 1884 did not show an improved condition of affairs. 
Some of these institutions, with tens of thousands of dollars upon de- 
posit, with all the paraphernalia of a modern bank, report an annual 
income less than the amount paid their coachman or gardener. One 
with $300,000 on deposit in 1883 returned an income of $68 ; in 1884, 
reported no income at all, and then closed its doors with a promise to 
pay its depositors twenty cents on the dollar. Many report to this 
office that their losses and expenses are more than their income ; they 
pay the State no taxes, and yet continue in business in an apparently 
flourishing condition. 

One bank reported that for two successive years its receipts and ex- 
penditures balanced to a cent — a most remarkable coincidence. A 
careful examination of the reports on file in this office will show very 
clearly, in many cases, that the institutions are either not in a solvent 
condition, or else the State is not receiving her proper revenue from 
this source. In either event, it is the imperative duty of the State, 
both to herself and to her citizens, to see that appropriate legislation 
is enacted to remedy this evil. During the past three years, four in- 
corporated banks suspended or went into liquidation, and eleven pri- 
vate banks have failed. The estimated amount of losses sustained by 
depositors from these failures and suspensions is from one and a half 
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millions to two millions of dollars. Some private banks, until re- 
cently, have made no reports, and escaped all taxation for years. Dur- 
ing my term, some twenty of them have been successfully called upon 
to report for the first time, and pay tax. 

Here are a few sample returns made in 1884, names of banks being 
omitted. 

One located in western part of the State reports :

In this case it will be observed that the u loss on exchange " was 
nearly one half of the gross earnings, and more than six times the net 
earnings.

One bank in Venango county reported that the amount paid for 
clerk hire was within one hundred dollars of the whole amount of 
gross earnings.

It will be observed that in some cases the charges for rent, fuel, 
and taxes are very large, and as for clerk hire very small. In others, 
the amount deducted for clerk hire is out of all proportion to the 
amount of business done for the reason that the members of the bank 
have no right to charge for their own personal services. 

The amount of interest paid shows that many of them must have a 
strong line of deposits as compared with the gross earnings returned. 
This Department has no knowledge of the security given the depos- 
itors for their money, and, in many cases, the depositors themselves 
are in no better condition. It is cheerfully admitted that a large ma- 
jority of the private banks in the State are in a strong, solvent condi- 
tion, as will be shown by their return of net earnings in the appended 
list ; but that does not change the fact that, under our present system, 
a " bank " can be started without any authority from the State. They 
are not required to register; they make* no return, in any way, of the 
amount of capital invested ; they furnish no statement of their assets 
and liabilities. In short, u a private bank " can be put in operation as 
easily as can a grocery or shoe store. In case of failure, in most cases, the 
first notice the confiding public have of any weakness is the little no- 
tice put on the front door : " Suspended until further notice ! " But 
the " further notice " rarely ever comes. The bill presented to the 
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last Legislature by Mr. Packer, of Tioga county, was intended to rem- 
edy the existing evils in our banking system. Among other things, it 
provided for a system of supervision over, and examination of, all in- 
corporated and all private banks similar to that of the national bank- 
ing system, and similar, also, to that employed in Massachusetts, New 
York, Maine, Connecticut, and other leading States. An extract from 
the acts of Maine, New York, Connecticut, and Massachusetts is ap- 
pended to this article and marked fct Exhibit i?." 

Briefly, its provisions were as follows : 

First, a bank examiner to be appointed by the Governor, Auditor 
General, and State Treasurer. Second, quarterly report from all 
banks, with a detailed statement of their assets and liabilities ; these 
reports to be published three times in two newspapers in the locality 
of the bank. Third, a personal examination of each bank once or 
more each year by the bank examiner. Fourth, the dissolution of the 
bank, and the appointment of receivers for insolvent and fraudu- 
lently-conducted banks by a prescribed legal procedure. Fifths the 
registry of all banks in the office of the Auditor General, giving a list 
of the officers, amount of capital invested, &c, &c. 

The whole tendency of the bill was towards honest banking and the 
protection of the property of the citizens of the Commonwealth. It 
was welcomed and advocated by many strong and healthy institu- 
tions, but bitterly denounced by those who dare not have their books 
examined and light thrown in upon their business. It is especially 
gratifying to note that the whole press of the State, both city and 
country, was practically unanimous for the measure, or something of 
a similar character. The publication of a report of any bank, State or 
, private, showing it, after an examination, to be upon a sound financial 
basis, will always be an advertisement for, and an aid of, such bank — 
never an injury. Well-conducted banks have nothing to fear from 
such a law any more than national banks, and it is respectfully sub- 
mitted that the State should not heed the objections of those that dare 
not submit to a proper examination. The objection is raised that such 
examination is an infringement upon private right. This cannot be 
so. The State permits these private concerns to do business with her 
citizens as banks. It ought to stand between them and their patrons, 
and see that fair play is had. The State interferes in and places re- 
strictions upon other branches of private business, and her right to do 
so, so far as I know, has never been questioned. The State declares 
that an attorney shall have been admitted to the bar for a period of 
two years before he can be elected district attorney, in order that the 
legal rights of the people may be protected. We have laws prohibit- 
ing the practice of medicine by unlearned men. For years we had a 
sealer of weights and measures, to prevent the dealer from cheating 
his customers by short weights and measures. We have boiler in- 
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spectors regulating the private business of persons operating machin- 
ery by steam, and laws against the adulteration of food. It is neces- 
sary for the State to protect the property of her citizens as well as 
their health and lives. Why should private bankers be made a priv- 
ileged class ? They open their doors as public institutions and invite 
the confidence of the public, and solicit the deposit of the people's 
money ; why then should the public and their patrons be kept in ig- 
norance of their affairs ? They ask for and receive alike the earnings 
of the rich and the poor. In effect, they say to the public that they 
are solvent, and that money left with them is safe. If these claims 
are true, an examination will aid them and increase their business ; if 
false, the sooner the facts are known the better for their depositors 
and patrons, and the credit of the State. Beyond all question, the 
revenues of the State will be largely increased by the examination 
proposed by the Packer bill, and reason for such belief must be man- 
ifest to all. As bearing upon the propriety of examining State banks 
and private banks, I quote •from Rhodes' Journal of Banking, a work of 
known and accepted authority, of February, 1885. After speaking of 
the English joint stock companies, it says : " For many years there has 
been a marked tendency throughout the countryto start national banks; 
the reason is, not the profit on circulation, for that is very trifling, but 
that the people have more faith in the national than in other banks gen- 
erally : Knowing that the statements of the former must he published 
regularly, and that they are under competent supervision. In this 
view of the case, it would appear that the State hanks should welcome 
any legislation calling for publicity of accounts within reasonable lim- 
its, and for proper oversight by a State official" The same journal, in 
March, 1885, spoke editorially upon the subject as follows: "Bills 
have been introduced into the State Legislature of both Pennsylva- 
nia and Indiana, which are designed to bring all the private banks 
under State supervision. Leaving out of consideration the details of 
the bills in question, to some of which valid objection may be made, a 
word ought to be said here in favor of the general principle involved. 
Banking, in the sense of receiving deposits from the public generally, 
discounting, etc., is altogether too important a matter to the people to 
be allowed to be carried on under a cover as a purely private business. 
In that case the public is at a disadvantage. It is expected to trust 
the banker implicitly at every turn of business, and take it for granted 
that he is solvent and is carrying on his affairs in a legitimate way. But 
there is no good reason why this ought to be entirely taken for granted, 
and it is extremely likely that the change proposed would work as much 
good for the banks as of their customers. The principal advantage 
which the national banks now enjoy is that of efficient supervision, and 
this is enough to make thempopular. We had occasion to quote from 
an English contemporary, a month ago, some remarks* strongly con- 
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Arming this view." The italics are mine. The logic of these articles, 
to my mind, is unanswerable. 

In my annual report of 1884, attention was called to this subject in 
the following language, which still embodies my views: "There are 
in the Commonwealth about two hundred private banking institutions, 
which receive and pay out moneys over their own counters. By law 
they are required to pay to the Commonwealth a tax of three per cent, 
upon their net earnings. There is no proper safeguard or protection to 
depositors, and the Deparment has no adequate authority or control 
over their returns. 

There is no power anywhere to compel these banks to have a cer- 
tain amount of capital, either actual or surplus. They are now doing a 
large business in all sections of the Commonwealth. There is now 
nothing but the personal honesty and business integrity of the mem- 
bers of the respective firms to protect their patrons or the public. As 
a natural and logical result, many startling failures have occurred 
during the past year, and by such failures* many hard-working men 
and women have lost their last dollar. In my opinion, all such in- 
stitutions should make semi-annual reports, under oath, to this De- 
partment, showing the amount of paid-up capital invested and a full 
statement of' their assets and liabilities. To this should be added a 
State examiner created by authority of law,, whose duty it should be 
to examine into the financial standing of each bank in substantially 
the same manner as the United States bank examiner now examines 
national banks. If this were done, public confidence would be 
largely restored, the revenues of the Commonwealth would be largely 
increased, and some worthless institutions would be closed up." 

Revenue Act of June 30, 1885. 

This act of Assembly has provoked much discussion, both before 
and since its passage. In many respects, its object and natural effect 
has been misunderstood. During its pendency before the Legislature? 
it was opposed by the moneyed interests of the State. Since its pass- 
age, its enforcement has been obstructed by injunction bills in several 
counties. Its constitutionality was finally settled in Fox's appeal in 
the Supreme Court — a case which went up from Northampton county. 
The opinion has largely prevailed that this act increased taxation and 
made the burdens of the people more heavy. 

The reverse of this is true. It imposed nothing additional. It re- 

1 duced the tax on money at interest from four mills to three mills, a 

reduction of twenty-five per cent. It simply provides a remedy to 

carry out long-existing legislation ; to enforce an act of Assembly, 

which, for more than forty years, had been practically a dead letter. 

By the thirty-second section of the act of 29th April, 1844, P. L., 
497, it was enacted that "all personal estate, to w r it: All mortgages, 
money owing by solvent debtors, whether by promissory note, penal 
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or single bill, bond or judgment; also, all articles of agreement and 
accounts bearing interest, owned or possessed by any person or per- 
sons whatsoever, except notes for work and labor done and bank 
notes ; also, all shares or stock in any bank, institution or company now 
or hereafter incorporated by or in pursuance of any law of this 
Commonwealth, or of any other State or government, and on all shares 
of stock or weekly deposits in any unincorporated saving fund insti- 
tutions, and all public loans or stocks whatsoever, except those issued 
by the Commonwealth, and all money loaned and invested in any 
other State ; also, all household furniture, including gold and silver 
plate, owned by any person or persons, corporation or corporations, 
when the value thereof shall exceed $300 ; also, all pleasure carriages, 
both of two and four wheels, together with all other things now tax- 
able by the laws of this Commonwealth, shall be valued and assessed 
and subject to taxation for the purposes in this act mentioned, and for 
all State and county purposes whatsoever." (See Purdon's Digest, 
page 1610,) In spirit and substantially in the letter, the act of 1844 
and 1885 agree. They both aimed at the same object. The act of 
1844, taxing moneys at interest, was reenacted almost in terms in 1879. 
(See Pamphlet Laws of 1879, page 112.) The' thirty-second section of 
1844 was again substantially reenacted in 1881. (See Pamphlet Laws 
of 1881, page 99.) It was again reenacted in the act under considera- 
tion on June 30, 1885. (See Pamphlet Laws of 1885, page 194.) In 
reference to moneys at interest, mortgages, notes, and judgments, each 
of the four acts of Assembly are alike, except the reduction from four 
to three mills made in the act of 1885. There are some other changes, 
two of which are exempting these enumerated articles from all bur- 
dens, except the payment of State taxes, and providing that the act 
shall not apply to building and loan associations. We find, then, that 
for forty years the law has been substantially the same in reference 
to moneyed capital being liable to taxation for State purposes. The 
trouble with the acts of 1844. 1879, and 1881 was that they provided 
no adequate means for their enforcement. 

Auditor General Schell, in his instructions to the county commis- 
sioners in 1879, said : " Heretofore, the assessments upon personal 
property, especially moneys at interest in many of the counties, have 
been negligently and carelessly made. Nearly all of the requirements 
of the law have been disregarded. It may be safely estimated that at 
least one half of the moneys at interest subject to taxation for State 
purposes have not been reached by the assessors. This should not 
be so." 

General Schell was but stating what everybody knew to be true. 
It had been enforced in a manner which put a premium on dishon- 
esty, and made honesty pay a heavy penalty. As a case in point, a 
laboring man in the county of Tioga, an acquaintance of mine, paid

more tax upon his six or seven thousand dollars than some other men 
paid who had from fifty to one hundred thousand dollars at interest. 
The Legislature of 1881, fully understanding the inefficient manner 
in which this act was enforced, and for the purpose of considering 
generally the laws relating to State taxes, authorized by joint resolu- 
tion the appointment of a Revenue Commission. (See act of May 16, 
1881, P L., page 171.) In pursuance of this resolution, the following 
* gentlemen were, by the Governor and Speaker of the Senate and 
House of Representatives, appointed members of the commission, 
viz : Charles R. Buckalew, John A. Wright, Cyrus Elder, Samuel But- 
ler, Thomas V. Cooper, Hugh McNeil, W. I. J. Newell, John G. Hall, 
William T. Davies, A. J. Herr, L. R. Keefer, B. L. Hewit, Jerome B. 
Niles, A. J. Colborn, Willis J. Hulings, John E. Faunce, J. M. Hackett, 
and John Weist. (See Senate Journal 1883, page 677.) The commis- 
sion met in Philadelphia from time to time during the year 1881. The 
work was divided into different subjects, and the work was allotted to 
different sub-committees. The subject of taxing moneyed capital 
was given to a committee of which Mr. Speaker Faunce and Senator 
Hall were members. 

The commission made report of their action to the session of 
1883, which may be found in the " Senate Journal " of that year, on 
page 679. The commission reported a separate bill taxing moneyed 
capital. (See page 679 of " Senate Journal.") The first nine sections 
of the act of June 30, 1885, are substantially copied from the report 
of the Revenue Commission. The balance of the act of 1885, to the 
twentieth section, furnishes details for getting desired information 
from the public officers by which the property of a taxpayer may be 
reached who refuses to give the information or make the returns pre- 
scribed in the preceding sections. 

The twentieth section had been pending in the Legislature as a sep- 
arate bill, and was added to the revenue act as an amendment after 
the bill had passed the House and was pending in the Senate. It 
formed no part of the original bill. It will be noticed that the duties 
required to be performed by individual taxpayers are all in the nine 
sections contained in the report of the Revenue Commission. 

I have not disguised my earnest desire that the bill should become 
a law, and its thorough enforcement a success. I have never been 
able to see why moneyed capital should not bear some of the burden 
of the municipality or State which protects it and enforces its rights. 
The moneyed capitalist loans his money at a good rate of interest; if 
the borrower fails to keep to his agreement, the lender uses the ma- 
chinery of the court, and asks the aid of juries to enforce his contract. 
Why should the money-loaner not pay something to maintain them ? 
He, more often than the farmer or mechanic, invokes the court to pro- 
tect him and his property. In the past, he has practically escaped any 
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and all taxation. Other people have borne the burdens made neces- 
sary for his protection, and even if this law is enforced, I hope to dem- 
onstrate that money-owners do not pay one fourth as much in pro- 
portion to the amount of property or income as the owner of real 
estate, which, in the present and in the past, bears the heavy burdens 
of local and municipal taxation. 

One reason urged against the passage of the act of June 30, 1885, 
was that it could not be enforced ; that the old law of 1844 had ever 
been a dead failure, and that the old farce would be repeated. The 
persons making these objections forget, or do not know, the difference 
in their provisions, and that the act of 1885 was prepared with es- 
pecial reference to supplying the patent and long-known defects of 
the act of 1844 and subsequent kindred legislation. 

It had not been in operation long before the form of the objection 
was changed, and then the trouble was that the act of 1885 worked too 
effectually. The opposition found no fault with the act of 1844, tax- 
ing them four mills, because it could be, and was, almost universally 
evaded. They did not like the act of 1885, reducing, as it does, the 
tax to three mills, for the reason it does what it intended and profes- 
ses to do, that is, " assesses." It has been said with great earnestness * 
that even the act of 1885 could not be enforced ; that money would 
hide and evade the assessor; that it was "inquisitorial" to ask the 
citizen to tell how much money he has invested in solvent interest- 
bearing securities. Is this a valid objection ? 

A mortgage or judgment is no more sacred than a farm or a house. 
Both are property, and both return income to their owners, and both 
are protected by the laws which surround them. Should not each 
bear a part of the State, and even local, burden of taxation in propor- 
tion to their value and income ? The difference is this : Generally a 
mortgage makes a net annual return to its owner of five per cent. 
The farm and other real estate, in Pennsylvania, after deducting in- 
surance, taxes, improvements, repairs, and hired labor incident to 
managing the same does not yield a net return of more than two and 
one half per cent, upon the amount invested. It is said that even in 
Lancaster, in some respects the richest agricultural county in the State, 
the net returns from farms, upon the investment, is no more than two 
and one half per cent. It is safe to say that the moneyed capital of the 
State returns its owners five per cent. The charge that " money cannot 
be found and taxed" has been fully answered under the yet imperfect 
workings of the act of 1885. It has only been one year in operation. 
Its machinery was new and untried. It found strong opposition in 
many quarters. It entailed, without compensation, great labor upon 
the commissioners and assessors of the respective counties and town- 
ships. The counties and local municipalities received no part of the 
fund raised by it. The only wonder is that the different counties and 
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their officers have done as well as they have in aiding its enforce- 
ment. 

1 desire here, in this public manner, to thank the respective boards 
of county commissioners for their uniform willingness and desire to 
enforce the act, and the courtesy with which this Department has by 
them been treated in the experiment to put the act of 1885 into suc- 
cessful operation. In 1884 and 1885, the amount of money at interest 
upon which tax was paid was $145,286,764. The returns for 1886, 
under the act of 1885, reach the grand total of $395,355,555. 

The amount of money at interest returned in 1885 and 1886 by 
counties is found in a statement at the end of this article. The in- 
crease in some counties is most marvelous, and demonstrates that the 
act can be easily enforced. See " Exhibit C" This assessment has 
been made in the face of injunction bills pending in several counties 
and cases pending in the Supreme Court, and a strong feeling in many, 
localities that the act was unconstitutional. With one or two amend- 
ments added to the machinery of the act, it can be enforced as fully 
and as easily as any other act of Assembly relating to taxation. From 
evidence in possession of the Department, I am satisfied that the $395,- 
355,555 does not represent any more than one half of the moneyed 
capital subject to taxation under the spirit of the act of 1885. Judge 
Mitchell, of Philadelphia, held in the case of the Philadelphia Saving 
Fund Society that mortgages held by corporations were not taxable 
under the act of 1885, for the reason that the act only referred to 
mortgages held by individuals and not to those held by corporations. 
The Supreme Court, in the case of Fox's appeal, though that ques- 
tion was not directly involved in the case, intimated very strongly 
that the act only applied to individuals. For that reason the moneys 
and mortgages held by the various corporations do not appear in the 
amount returned in the above sum. For thirty-five years prior to 
1879, mortgages, moneys at interest, and other classes of interest-bear- 
ing personal property, had been subject to a three-mill tax, whether 
owned by corporations or by individuals, notwithstanding the fact 
that corporations were also required to pay a tax on capital stock ; 
and also that the seventeenth section of the act of 1879 was copied 
from the thirty-second section of the act of 1844, which had been re- 
peatedly construed by the Supreme Court of the State to refer to 
mortgages, &c, owned by corporations as well as to those owned by 
individual citizens. The first earnest attempt to require corporations 
to make returns of their mortgages, &c, for taxation, after the pass- 
age of the supplement of 1881, was resisted by bills in equity. Two 
- of the courts of Philadelphia county, as above stated, held that, under 
the acts of 1879 and 1881, corporations were not subject to said three- 
mill tax upon their mortgages, &c. After the passage of the supple- 
ment of 1885, providing an efficient mode of collecting said tax by re- 
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quiring returns to be made under oath, similar attempts, under in- 
structions from this office, to compel corporations to make returns, 
were again resisted in Philadelphia, with similar results. 

In consequence of these rulings, the collection of this tax from indi- 
vidual citizens was also resisted, on the ground that the act of 1885 
was unconstitutional. In order to settle the question of the constitu- 
tionality of the act, test cases were taken, under instructions from this 
office, from Northampton and Lackawanna counties to the Supreme 
Court, and the act was declared to be constitutional, as before men- 
tioned. One of the main grounds upon which it was contended that the 
act was unconstitutional, was that the three-mill tax was imposed upon 
only those mortgages, &c, which were owned by private citizens, and 
not upon those held by corporations. It was evident that if these seven- 
teenth section of the act of 1879 and the first section of the supple- 
ment of 1881 and 1885 were to be construed as the Supreme Court 
had previously construed the thirty-second section of the act of 1844, 
from which they were admittedly copied, the contention that the act 
of 1885 was unconstitutional must fall at the very outset, for there 
would then be no such lack of uniformity as was alleged. The Supreme 
Court, in maintaining the constitutionality of the act assumed that the 
position taken by the opponents of the act was correct, and adopted 
the reasoning of the Philadelphia courts. But, as the only question 
then before the court was whether the act was or was not constitu- 
tional, the question as to how the first section was to be construed 
arose only incidentally, and was not settled by the court, so that those 
whose duty it was under the law to collect this tax could safely neg- 
lect to demand returns from corporations of the amount of this spe- 
cies of property owned by them. Besides, the reasonings upon which 
the decisions of the lower courts were founded, appear to be based 
upon the assumption that the tax imposed upon the capital stock of 
corporations, and the three-mill tax imposed upon mortgages, &c, of 
individual citizens resulted in substantial uniformity of taxation in 
conformity with the Constitution. 

This assumption was based upon the supposition that the capital 
stock contributed by the stockholders to a corporation can be relied 
upon as a correct measure of the assets or capital actually employed 
in the business, and contributing to the profits of such corporation ; 
whereas the returns made under the law by corporations to this office 
and to the Insurance Commissioner show that, in reality, the actual 
capital stock of the large majority of the corporations of this State 
forms but a small part of the accumulated property, real and personal, 
owned or held by the company and earning profits. In many cases, 
these returns show assets four or five, and in some cases nearly ten, 
times as great as the capital stock originally invested or actually paid 
in. They also show, as matter of fact, that the entire capital-stock tax 
actually paid, and it must be remembered that this tax is paid in 
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most cases out of enormous profits, by all the corporations of the 
State which make such returns, is equal to scarcely one mill on the 
dollar of the aggregate amount of personal property owned by them 
of the classes made subject to this tax. Realizing the great injustice 
to individual citizens of the State which must follow from such a con- 
struction of the act, (by which they would be practically required to 
pay about three times as much tax upon this species of property as 
corporations would be required to pay,) as well as the fact that the 
Commonwealth would, by such a construction of the act, lose an 
amount approximating a million of dollars a year in taxes which it 
would otherwise receive, I felt it to be my duty to secure from the 
Supreme Court an express decision upon this most important ques- 
tion, so that if the Commonwealth was entitled to this tax from cor- 
porations, it should be collected ; and if, on the other hand, the Leg- 
islature inadvertently passed an act discriminating so largely in favor 
of corporations, this injustice as to individual citizens might be speedily 
corrected. I, therefore, under the authority conferred upon me by 
law, employed private counsel to take appeals from the decisions of 
the Philadelphia courts, and obtain a final decision of this question at 
the earliest possible moment. Accordingly, these appeals were argued 
at Pittsburgh before the Supreme Court on November 1 of this year. 

In the elaborate printed arguments of counsel retained by me to 
specially represent the Commonwealth, is contained a complete col- 
lection of all the acts taxing corporations passed since 1831, which will 
materially aid the Legislature in dealing with this subject, no such 
compilation having ever before been made. The Supreme Court has 
just decided these appeals against the Commonwealth, although the 
question will again come before that court after these cases shall have 
been pressed to final decree and judgment. This decision, which ap- 
pears to leave the law as it was declared by the lower courts, unless 
the Supreme Court shall ultimately decide otherwise, will, no doubt, 
compel the Legislature to take immediate steps to correct an over- 
sight, or a mistake, which seems to have resulted in a plain violation 
of the spirit — if not of the letter — of the constitutional provision that 
" all taxes shall be uniform upon the same class of subjects," as it was 
recently expounded by the Supreme Court in Fox's appeal, the effect 
of which oversight, or mistake, is to compel individual citizens of the 
State to pay about three times as much tax upon the mortgages, mon- 
eys at interest, &c, as corporations are required to pay upon the same 
class of property. The Legislature must have been ignorant of the 
financial condition and the assets of the different corporations which 
are required by law to make returns to this office and to the Insur- 
ance Commissioner. 

The reports of those departments for 1884, (made in 1885,) show that 
the forty-one fire insurance companies, the six life insurance compa- 
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nies, the one hundred and seventy-five assessment fire insurance com- 
panies, the sixteen assessment life insurance companies, the nine 
trust companies, and the four savings banks, which make returns, (ex- 
clusive of the seventy-nine State and the two hundred and eighty-one 
national banks,) with an aggregate capital stock of $24,710,000, and 
surplus of $19,818,531 04, with $26,117,887 43 of real estate and other 
non-taxable assets, own personal property of the classes made taxa- 
ble under this act to the amount of $139,482,649 19, upon yhich alone 
the tax at three mills would amount to $418,447 94, whereas, the en- 
tire capital-stock tax which these corporations pay amounts to only 
$132,893 62, and that including banks, the six hundred and eleven 
moneyed corporations of the State which make returns, with a total 
capital of $93,072,163 45, and a total surplus of $50,785,738 56, with 
non-taxable assets amounting to $146,780,017 44, and taxable per- 
sonal property amounting to $353,094,747 29, pay but $496,167 42 
capital-stock tax, although the taxable personal property alone which 
is owned by them should pay (at the rate of three mills) not less than 
$1,059,284 24 tax per annum. (This statement does not include the 
large number of corporations which make no such returns.) 

The practical effect of this construction of the act, and the unjust 
discrimination in favor of corporations which flows from it, can be 
best illustrated by the following table, showing the amount of capital 
stock, real estate, mortgages, &c, dividends, capital-stock tax paid, 
and amount of tax at three mills which would be paid by individuals 
on equal amounts of mortgages, &c, of ten of the leading monetary 
corporations of the State. 
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If, therefore, the Legislature meant the recent revenue /acts to be 
construed as the Supreme Court has construed them, it must be clear 
that it intended to radically change the system of taxation which had 
prevailed for thirty-five years in this Commonwealth, under the acts 
of 1844 and 1846, and to allow corporations to escape taxation on their 
personal property by the payment of a capital-stock tax, which results 
in their paying a sum equal to but about one mill on the dollar of the 
aggregate amount of their mortgages, moneys at interest, &c, upon 
which kinds of property individual citizens are required to pay three 
mills. 

I respectfully submit that the following objections can be urged 
with much force against the act of 1879, and its supplements of 1881 
and 1885 as expounded and enforced, in the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court affirming the law as held by the courts in Philadelphia. 

(a.) That in the case of corporations having capital stock, a vari- 
able tax depending, not upon the amount of property actually owned 
or accumulated and used in their business, but upon the ratio of divi- 
dends in the preceding year to the nominal capital stock, or amount 
originally contributed to their stockholders, (which variable tax is in 
reality paid out of profits,) is made to take the place of the fixed tan 
of three mills on the dollar, which individual citizens are required to 
pay upon their mortgages, moneys at interest, &c, without regard to 
the profitableness or unprofitableness of their investments. And in 
the case of corporations having nominally no capital stock, their ac- 
cumulations of personal property pay no tax, but the corporation pays 
only a tax of three per cent, upon net earnings, which is variable, be- 
cause the amount is to be determined by the amount of net earnings 
in each year, and which cannot possibly be called a tax upon prop- 
erty, but is strictly a tax upon business paid out of, and measured by, 
profits. 

(J.) That corporations which pay no dividends, or which in any year 
have paid dividends less than six per cent., are required to pay three 
mills, not upon their nominal capital stock or the amount of their 
personal property, but upon the appraised or actual cash or market 
value of their capital stock, after deductions have been made for 
liabilities ; whereas, individuals are required to pay three mills upon 
the face value of the amount of their mortgages, &c, no allowance 
being made for their liabilities, so that a corporation with $1,000,000 
of capital stock invested in mortgages, and with outstanding liabili- 
ties amounting to $900,000, would be required to pay three mills on 
only the appraised value of its capital stock, which would probably be 
only $100,000, whilst an individual with $1,000,000 of mortgages and 
$900,000 of liabilities would be required to pay three mills on the en- 
tire $1,000,000 of his mortgages, no account being taken of his indebt- 
ness.

(<?.) That, therefore, a corporation with a capital of $1,000,000 and 
with $10,000,000 of mortgages, &c, and paying twenty per cent, divi- 
dends on $1,000,000, (to do which it would have to earn but two percent, 
upon its $10,000,000 of mortgages, &c.,) would have to pay but ten 
mills on its $1,000,000 of capital stock; or $10,000; whereas, an indi- 
vidual with $10,000,000 of mortgages, &c, yielding him six per cent, 
or less, would have to pay three mills on his entire $10,000,000, or 
$30,000, being three times as much as the corporation would pay on 
the same amount of mortgages, &c. 

(d.) That, while the mode of taxing corporations (paying no divi- 
dends, or dividends less than six per cent, at the rate of three mills, 
and corporations paying more than six per cent, at the rate of one 
half mill for each one per cent, of dividend, may have operated 
equitably between such corporations in former times, it does not ope- 
rate fairly now. in view of the enormous growth, accumulations and 
profitableness of some of the large corporations of the State, but re- 
sults in unjust discrimination against the younger and less profitable 
corporations. The returns of certain corporations show dividends 
reaching as high as twenty per cent, and even forty per cent. To 
require a company with a capital stock of $1,000,000, and no surplus, 
and paying no dividend, to pay three mills on its $1,000,000, and 
another company, with a nominal capital of $1,000,000 and accu- 
mulated assets of $10,000,000, and paying twenty per cent., or $200,000, 
dividends to pay therefrom but $10,000, or ten mills on its $1,000,- 
000, is to tax the f6rmer at the rate of three mills and the latter at 
the rate of but one mill on the property actually owned and earning 
profits held by each respectively. 

(e.) That the provision in section three of the act of June 30, 1885, 
allowing banks, savings institutions, safe deposit, guarantee, surety, 
and real estate title insurance or trust companies, by the collection 
from their stockholders, and the payment annually of six mills upon 
the par value of their capital stock, to escape the payment of all other 
taxes, (except on real estate,) and allowing the owners of stock therein 
to escape any other taxation on such stock, is an unjust discrimination 
in favor of probably the safest and most profitable class of corpora- 
tions now existing. Besides, the moneyed capital owned by the var- 
ious corporations of the State, owing to the prejudice against the law. 
% and the different ways of enforcing it in different localities, a large 
amount of capital owned by the individual citizen was not assessed, 
and which can easily be reached in the future. Under a thorough and 
effective working of this law, after some proper and desired amend- 
ments are made, even under a three-mill tax, at least $2,250,000 will 
be raised annually. 

By the repeal of the tax on manufacturing corporations, as per the 
twentieth section of the act of June 30, 1885, the State remitted about

$300,000 annually. If the other present sources of taxation are 
left unimpaired, the State requires from moneyed capital to meet her 
obligations $700,000 a year. That would leave from this source 
$1,250,000 00 of annual income not absolutely required by the State. 
In the event of the future enforcement of the act, I would recommend 
that from one half to three-fifths of the amount levied and collected, 
by appropriate legislation, be left in the respective counties. t This 
will give the counties, in round numbers, one and one fourth million 
of dollars annually, and to that extent it will be a relief to the already 
over-burdened real estate. It will be an act of justice to the counties. 
Under the act of 1885, moneyed capital is exempt from any and all 
local taxation — counties cannot impose any burden upon it. The only 
way to aid them in any way from this sour6e is to give them a part of 
the amount collected for the purpose of the State. 

The assessment under the act of 1885, adds a large expense to the 
respective counties. It also largely increases the work in the conpLmis- 
sioners' office. For all this work the counties now receive no com- 
pensation, and, except as law-abiding citizens, the commissioners and 
assessors have no inducement to thoroughly enforce the provisions of 
the act against their own immediate citize$s. But if the Legisla- 
lature gives them, as it ought, one equal half or more of the amount 
raised, then the commissioners, assessors, and the individual citizen 
generally, will be interested in its thorough execution, and then money 
will be as easily found as any other kind of property. Sections eleven 
and twelve of the act of June 30, 1885, provide for a daily return of the 
mortgages and judgments admitted to record to be made by the re- 
corders and prothonotaries to the county commissioners' office, but 
makes no provision for the payment of these officials for the services 
rendered in this behalf. The fee bills of 1868 and 1878 give a fee for 
this service, but there is no appropriation from which payment can be 
made by the Commonwealth. It is hoped that the Legislature will ap- 
propriate a sum sufficient to pay the said officers for these services 
during the past two years, and make future provision for the same. 

Since the act of 1885 has gone into operation, the money-lender has 
been inserting into his notes, bonds, mortgages, and other evidence of 
indebtedness a stipulation by which the borrower agrees to pay any and 
all State or other tax which may be levied upon the amount loaned. This 
is done in virtue of first section of the act of the 27th March, 1865, Pam- 
phlet Laws, page 57. This shifts the whole burden of the act from the 
shoulders of the lender to the borrower, and does that which was not 
intended by the act of 1885, or its friends, when it was enacted. 4 

I trust that the Legislature at its next session will promptly repeal 
this act. The capitalist should pay the pittance assessed against his 
money, as well as the farmer the tax assessed against his farm. 

c — Aud. Gen. 
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Real Estate and Personal Property. 

It is very evident that in the past, and even under the act of 1885, 
that personal property has not and does not bear its fair share of the 
burden of taxation. It is impossible, from any information in the De- 
partments to get exact data on these points. Some pains have been 
taken to get figures as accurate as possible, and those hereafter given, 
I think, are substantially correct. Hon. J. Simpson Africa, Secretary 
of Internal Affairs, for 1885 gives the aggregate value of real estate 
from the several counties at $1,697,202,153. From the best data 
in this Department, the personal property as now returned for taxa- 
tion, not including the several hundred millions which have never been 
reached or assessed, is estimated as follows : 

Corporation stock, $675,872,763 33 

Corporation loans, 237,088,544 0O 

National bank stock, 61,261,140 00 

State bank stock, 8,161,954 00 

County loans, 70,154,347 00 

Municipal loans, 15,920,458 80 

Money at interest, 395,355,555 00 

Total personal property, $1,463,814,762 13 

If the four hundred millions not returned, including mortgages held 
by corporations, were added, the personal would exceed the real prop- 
erty. It is difficult to get the total amount paid for local and muni- 
cipal taxation in the various cities and counties of the Commonwealth. 

The values and rates vary. In the borough where I reside, the county, 
school, and borough tax amounts to 32^ mills on the last adjusted valu- 
ation. In Delmar township, out of which it is formed, the county, 
road, school, and special taxes amount to 26 mills on the dollar. The 
rate levied for county purposes in the respective counties in 1885, 
ranges all the way from 2| mills in Northampton to 15 mills in Clar- 
ion. The mill rate for county purposes for 1885, outside of Philadel- 
phia, is 6 T \\ mills on the dollar. Philadelphia, as shown by the report of 
the Secretary of Internal Affairs, levies 17 T V<r mills for city and county 
purposes. It is assumed that the rate for Philadelphia for all pur- 
poses is quite as low as the balance of the State. There are few coun- 
ties, I apprehend, where the rate for all kinds of taxes is less than 17 t Vif 
mills. Taking this as a basis, the amount paid by real estate can be 
ascertained to a reasonable certainty.

In the above table, showing the amount annually received from per- 
sonal property, it is credited with $913,308 14 received from gross re- 
ceipts, representing a capital of $114,163,517 50, with $39,158 93 gross 
premiums received from insurance companies, representing a capital 
of $4,894,866 25, and with $453,428 66 retailers' licenses, which repre- 
sents the entire and total amount received on account of the many 
hundred millions of goods, wares, and merchandise, and the annual 
sales thereof, in the wholesale and retail stores throughout the Com- 
monwealth. Personal property is given credit for these three sums, 
amounting to a total of $1,405,895 73. I have not charged the total 
of personal property with anything on account of the many millions 
of property not returned for assessment. Were these added, the 
grand total of personal property would exceed the total of real estate. 
Were the mortgages held by corporations included, there could be no 
question as to which was the greater. 

It may be objected that in the above statement from the office of 
the Secretary of Internal Affairs the real estate is valued too low. 
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Those returned are made under oath. But suppose the valuation of 
the real estate was multiplied by two, the real disparity would be the 
same as appears above, for the reason heretofore given — that while 
moneyed capital, as a rule, earns about five per cent, per annum, real 
estate earns no more than two and one half. It may be safely assumed, 
as a fact, that the real estate of the State, exclusive of insurance, taxes, 
repairs, improvements, hired labor, &c, does not return to its owners 
five per cent, upon the sum of $1,697,202,153. It may safely be as- 
sumed that the various forms of moneyed capital earn for its owners 
five per cent, upon the sum of $1,467,046,422 13. Is there any doubt 
that, as a rule, ten thousand dollars invested in a farm pays five or 
six times as much tax as the same amount invested in a bond and 
mortgage, and is it not equally clear that the owner of the moneyed 
security received more upon his investments than does the owner of 
the farm? It has long been my opinion that the burdens of taxation 
were very unevenly distributed. A strong attempt may be looked for 
at the approaching session to repeal the act of 1885, and relieve the 
loaner of money from the payment of the pittance of three mills to 
the State when that insignificant sum is in lieu of all local taxation. 
It is said that in many places a movement is now on foot to secure that 
result. I do not apprehend any danger of repeal, though the attempt 
will be made. I believe, rather, that the good sense of the Legislature 
will make proper amendments in that wherein the act of 1885 is now 
deficient, by which hundreds of millions of money will be reached 
which even now has escaped, and after that make provisions giving to 
the counties one half or more of the gross sum levied and collected. 
The disparity in the burdens borne by real and personal property is 
attracting attention elsewhere. 

Governor D. B. Hill, of New York, in his message of January 
5, 1886, said on the subject: k 'It is evident that the personal 
property of the State does not pay its just proportion of the taxes, 
and the disparity in the assessed valuation of personal and real 
property verifies the statement that the statutes governing the appor- 
tionment and assessment of personal property are, to a great extent, 
defective, and do not reach the great bulk of personalty for the pur- 
pose of taxation. . 

" For years the State assessors have directed public attention to the 
fact that the personalty of the taxpayer was escaping assessment, yet 
there has been a shrinkage from 1871 to 1884 of $107,184,371. The 
loss upon the assessment rolls alone for the personal property of the 
State has greatly augmented. During the same period, the wealth of 
the State has increased with its population and resources, and if per- 
sonal property does not show an increase upon the assessment, it 
may be accounted for in part by a lax administration of existing laws ; 
but it mainly may be attributed to the laws themselves. That such 
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laws are inoperative to reach personal estate is evident from the mere 
statement of the fact that, while according to the last report of the 
State assessors, the assessed valuation of the real estate is $2,669,173,- 
011, the valuation of the personal estate is only $345,418,361, or about 
one eighth of the realty. 

a It is reasonable to believe if our present tax laws were reformed, 
and placed upon some true and consistent theory, the assessment of 
the personalty would nearly equal assessment of the realty, and there- 
by the present unjust burdens upon real estate would be greatly alle- 
viated. Every citizen has a right to insist that taxation shall be uni- 
form and equal, as far as possible ; and, while the people are patriotic 
and do not object to meeting the just demands of government, they 
may properly insist that unjust discrimination shall not be permitted. 

" The farm and the workshop in the country should bear their pro- 
portion of the public burdens, and so should the bonds, the mortgages, 
the stocks, and other personal property in the great cities of the State. 
The practical operation of our present laws is that personal property 
almost entirely escapes taxation, which adds to the burdens upon real 
estate, while the latter is taxed without regard to the actual interest 
of the owner in it. This presents a proper subject for your action, and 
the suggestion that real and personal property should be placed upon 
an equal footing for all purposes of taxation, is worthy of most serious 
consideration." 

In the above, Governor Hill gives a faithful and vivid picture of the 
condition in Pennsylvania upon this subject. We boast that in 1866 
we relieved our real estate from taxation for State purposes ; that is 
true, but put all local municipal burdens upon it, and we have not 
given it the benefit of any support from our more than one thousand 
millions of interest-bearing money at capital, or, in other words, we 
let the moneyed capital and corporations pay less than $6,000,000 an- 
nually, and the real estate pay more than $30,000,000. 

Tax I^aws should toe Revised and Amended* 

It will be admitted by any one familiar with the subject, that our 
tax laws are in a mixed and muddled condition, and breed fruitful 
and endless litigation. Were it possible, all our laws Relating to State, 
county, township, and municipal taxation should be revised, codified, 
and put in an intelligent and intelligible shape. 

It is in many cases difficult to determine what law is upon a given 
subject. For fifty years, acts have been repealed and others have been 
amended, until too frequently no one can tell what act is in force and 
what is not. Others have been drawn in great haste, and amended 
when almost on final passage, and at times the amendments contra- 
dict the terms and intent of the original bill. To codify and put in 
proper shape these acts of Assembly, is no easy task ; but the demand 
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is almost imperative. Under these laws, more than thirty-five millions 
of dollars are annually collected, and they personally affect every 
citizen of the Commonwealth. In many cases, they are worse than 
the laws of a certain Roman Emperor. His were printed in letters so 
small that they could not be read from, the street. Ours can be read 
without difficulty. There is no trouble with the type, but they are so 
conflicting in terms, and so obscure in language, that eminent judges 
differ as to their meaning, and the average lawyer and taxpayer is 
lost among their mazes. A more just, intelligent, and consistent system, 
distributing the burdens of taxation more equitably between corpora- 
tions and individuals, could certainly be adopted. No subject more de- 
serving of their attention will be before the members of the next Legis- 
lature. In Fox's Appeal, 17 W. N. C, 455, Mr. Justice Paxson, com- 
menting upon our tax laws, says : " Our entire revenue system needs 
to be remodeled in accordance with the new Constitution. It has been 
for many years a disjointed system, subject to frequent and arbitrary 
changes, in many instances loosely and obscurely worded, making its 
construction and enforcement matters of no slight difficulty. To re- 
cast it now in entire harmony with the original law, is a serious mat- 
ter. It will require the ripest experience and the highest wisdom. 
Now that the attention of the Legislature has been called to it, we 
have no doubt the wisdom of that body will prove equal to the 
emergency/' 

The committee appointed by the recent convention of county com- 
missioners report that " the committee are further of the opinion that 
one of the great evils of our present tax system is that it has been 
tinkered too much, and that there should be a complete revision and 
a systematical system adopted," and request that a commission be ap- 
pointed to revise the whole tax system of the Commonwealth. 

Reports of Public Institutions* 

I desire to call attention to a matter referred to in 1884. Appended 
to several acts appropriating moneys to the public institutions of the 
Commonwealth, passed at the sessions of 1883 and 1885, is a clause 
calling for a report to the Auditor General, and a joint certificate by 
him and the State Treasurer to the Governor, that all the requirements 
of the law have been complied with. Some of the appropriation acts 
provide for quarterly reports and some semi-annual reports. Some 
require reports of receipts and expenditures, and others expendi- 
tures alone, and a few ask for a certificate to be made that all 
the requirements of the law have been complied with, when they con- 
tain no requirements whatever. Under the provisions of the act of 
April 13, 1782, and the act of April 26, 1794, the Governor has al- 
ways drawn the warrants for the payment of the appropriations made 
to the aforesaid institutions, and so long as he continues to do so, the 
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reports now required to be made to the Auditor General should be 
made to him or to the Board of Public Charities, to which they are 
obliged to make application for State aid, and who visit and are given 
supervision of the affairs of all said institutions. 

The official who draws the warrant should be clothed with the au- 
thority and duty of examining the accounts, and knowing that they 
are in proper shape. It may not be generally known that the Auditor 
General does not draw one half of the warrants that are drawn upon 
the State Treasury. I can say now what might have been indelicate 
to say at the beginning of my term. In reference to the settlement 
of accounts and the drawing of warrants, the duty should, as far as 
possible, be performed by the Auditor General. 

The Constitution provides for his election, and calls him Auditor 
General. The people suppose they are electing an official whose duty 
it shall be to look after the proper disbursement of all their moneys, 
and yet such encroachments from time to time have been made upon 
the act of 1811 that the Auditor General, as shown by a calculation 
made by the late Auditor General Schell, only draws warrants for 
47A per cent of the moneys appropriated ; the Governor, 19 T f ^ per 
cent. ; Adjutant General, 4^ per cent. , Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, 24^ ; and the speakers of the two Houses and other offi- 
cials, 3^ per cent. 

It is respectfully suggested that the true interests of the Common- 
wealth are not best conserved by such divided duties and responsi- 
bilities on the part of her officers. Some one department should be 
clothed with the authority and the accountability of passing Anally 
upon the correctness and validity of all accounts and demands againBt 
the State, and of drawing all warrants upon the State Treasury. 
Were such a course adopted, the burden of responsibility could not be 
shifted from one department to another. 

Receipts for 1886. 

It may be noticed that the receipts for 1886 have fallen below the 
receipts for 1885. In part, that may be accounted for by reason of 
the small amount of State personal tax paid in by the respective 
counties. This delay, in a large measure, has occurred because of the 
new mode of assessment provided for by the act of 1885. The great 
bulk from this source will appear in the report of 1887. 

Escheats* 

The act of September 29, 1787, regulating escheats, has outlived 
its usefulness, and is worm-eaten and decayed, and should be supplied 
by an act better adapted to the present times. Such an act should 
be sufficiently broad to escheat to the Commonwealth (subject to re- 
clamation within six years thereafter) stocks where the owner can- 
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not be found for a long period of time, and moneys paid into court 
that are unclaimed for a period of ten years. 

We have on hand the cases of two turnpike companies where the 
owners of some of the shares of stock have been unknown for a period 
of time extending from forty to seventy years, and also a case where 
money has been in court since the year 1866, and owners cannot be 
found for the same, and yet, under our present laws, there are no ways 
of escheating them to the Commonwealth. 

Salaries of Associate Judges. 

The judges of all our courts are now paid a fixed salary, except asso- 
ciate judges not learned in the law. Under the provisions of the 
thirty-first section of the general appropriation act of 1873, and an 
opinion of the court of common pleas of Dauphin county, they are 
now paid at the rate of $5 per day for every day actual engaged in 
the discharge of official duties in open court or at chambers, but no 
judge receives less than $300 per annum. These provisions are open 
to abuse, and have been an annoyance to the Department. A fixed 
salary of $500 per annum or $600 per annum, payable quarterly, and 
to be in lieu of all services rendered by an associate judge, would, in 
my judgment, be a decided improvement on the present system, and 
in the end work a saving to the Commonwealth. 

Resettlement of Accounts* 

By the sixteenth section of the act of March 30, 1811, the Auditor 
General and State Treasurer are authorized to revise any settlement 
made by them at any time within twelve months, " but after that time 
no settlement upon which a final discharge has been granted shall be 
opened, but the same shall be quieted and finally closed." 

The practice of this Department was under this act for fifty-eight 
years, when, by virtue of section one, of the act of 8th of April, 1869, 
the Auditor General, State Treasurer, and Attorney General were au- 
thorized to revise any settlements without any regard to time or limita- 
tion. The act of 1869 gives too great powers to this board. They can go 
back as far as they please, and can give credit settlements to corpora- 
tions after the officials who knew best about the merits of their claims 
have passed to private life. It gives this board powers which should 
only be possessed by the General Assembly, to take money out of the 
State Treasury. The business of the State under this act becomes 
unsettled instead of being finally closed, and the State would be im- 
mensely benefited by its repeal. The act of 1811 is sufficient for all 
purposes. 

Expenses without Appropriation* 

I desire, in conclusion, to call attention to the passage of acts and 
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resolutions committing the Commonwealth to the expenditure of 
moneys without providing appropriation to meet the same. 

No less than seven such acts and resolutions were passed at the ses- 
sion of 1883, and created great embarrassment and annoyance. Ar- 
ticle three, section sixteen, of the State Constitution, prohibits any pay- 
ments from the State Treasury except upon appropriations made by 
law, and it is hoped that in the future persons incurring expense 
in behalf of the Commonwealth will find an appropriation to cover 
such expense, and not be obliged to wait two or more years until the 
General Assembly makes provision to meet their cases.

Chapter II. 

Examination of Banks, Banking Associations, and Individual 

Bankers. 

Section 12. Whenever, in the opinion of the superintendent, there 
shall be good cause' to suspect that any bank, banking association, or 
individual banker has made an incorrect or imperfect quarterly re- 
turn, or is in an unsound or unsafe condition to do banking business,, 
it shall be his duty to have the books, papers, and affairs of such bank, 
banking association, or individual banker examined by some compe- 
tent person, to be designated by him, who shall examine fully the 
books, papers, and affairs forthwith, and report to the superintendent, 
on oath, the result of such examination, a copy of which report 
shall be forthwith published in the manner prescribed in section 
twenty of this act, in respect to the publication of quarterly reports^ 
and the reasonable costs and expenses of every such examination 
shall be defrayed in the manner prescribed in section twenty-one of 
this act for paying the expenses of publishing quarterly reports* 

Section 13. The person designated by the superintendent of the 
banking department under this act to examine the books, papers, and 
affairs of any bank, banking association, or individual banker, shall 
take and file in the office of the clerk of the county where he resides 
the oath of office prescribed in the constitution ; and he shall have 
authority to examine, on oath, any individual banker, and the officers, 
agents, partners, -and clerks of such banker, and of any bank or bank- 
ing association, touching the matters which he shall be directed to in- 
quire into ; and any willful, false swearing in any such examination 
shall be perjury. And when directed by the said superintendent, such 
person shall inquire whether any banker transacts the business of 
banking at the city, town, or village where the circulating notes of 
such individual banker purport to have been issued and dated ; and 
whether any bank or banking association transacts the business of 
banking at the place designated in its charter or certificate of associa- 
tion ; and whether such banking business is conducted in the manner 
prescribed by law. 

Section 14. Such person shall have power to summon, in writing, 
under his hand, any inhabitant of the county in which he maybe con- 
ducting the inquiry, to appear before him to testify in relation to the 
same. If the party so summoned shall refuse or neglect to appear at 
the time and place specified in such summons, or, having appeared, 
shall refuse to be sworn, or shall refuse to answer any pertinent and 
legal question, he shall forfeit the sum of one hundred dollars, to be 
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sued for and recovered, with costs, by the superintendent of the bank- 
ing department, in his name of office, to be paid into the treasury to 
defray the general expenses of the banking department ; and upon 
such neglect or refusal being duly proved by the person conducting 
such inquiry, before any justice of the Supreme Court, if such justice 
be satisfied that the party so neglecting or refusing ought to be exam- 
ined touching such inquiry, he shall, by warrant, commit such party 
to the jail of the county, there to remain in close custody until he shall 
submit to appear, or testify, or answer, as the case may require. 

Section 15. Whenever the superintendent shall deem it proper, a 
copy of any such report shall be published in the State paper, and in 
at least two daily newspapers in the city of New York. 

Section 16. In case any bank, banking association, or individual 
banker shall refuse to submit its books, papers, and concerns to the 
inspection of the examiner appointed as aforesaid, or whose officers 
shall refuse to submit to be examined, upon oath, touching the con- 
cerns of such bank, banking association, or individual banker, or which 
shall be found to have violated any law of this State binding upon 
such bank, banking association, or individual banker, the superin- 
tendent may refer the same to the Attorney General, whose duty it 
shall then become to institute such proceedings against such bank, 
banking association, or individual banker as are now authorized in 
case of insolvent corporations. 

Section 17. Whenever it shall appear from any report of any bank- 
ing association or individual banker, or the superintendent shall have 
reason to believe that the capital of such bank is reduced, by impair- 
ment or otherwise, below the amount required by law, or by its cer- 
tificate or articles of association, it shall be the duty of the superin- 
tendent, and he shall have power to require such banking association 
or individual banker to make good the deficiency so appearing ; and, 
to give effect to such requisition, he shall have power to examine, or 
cause to be examined, any such bank to ascertain the amount of such 
impairment or reduction of capital, and whether the deficiency has 
been made good in compliance with his requisition, and if any such 
banking association or individual banker shall neglect for ninety days 
after such requisition has been made to make good the deficiency so 
appearing or found to exist, it shall be the duty of the superintendent 
to refer the same to the Attorney General, whose duty it shall then 
become to institute such proceedings against such banking association 
or individual banker as are now authorized in the case of insolvent 
corporations. 

Section 18. Whenever any banking association or individual banker 
shall file, with the superintendent of the banking department, the re- 
quisite certificate prior to commencing the business of banking under 
the laws of this State, it shall be the duty of the superintendent, and 
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he shall have power before such bank shall be authorized to commence 
business, to examine or cause an examination to be made in order to 
ascertain whether the requisite capital of such bank has been paid in 
cash, and when upon such examination, or upon the presentation of 
evidence satisfactory to him, it shall appear that the requisite capital 
has been in good faith subscribed and paid in in cash, he shall issue 
his certificate to that effect in form, duly authorizing such bank to 
commence business ; and it shall be unlawful for any banking asso- 
ciation or individual banker to commence the business of banking 
until such certificate and authority have been granted. 

Section 19. Upon the application of creditors or shareholders of any 
banking association whose debts or shares shall amount to one thou- 
sand dollars, and stating facts, verified by affidavit, the Supreme Court 
may, in its discretion, order a strict examination to be made by a 
referee of all the affairs of such association for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the safety of its investments and the prudence of its manage- 
ment; and tne result of every such examination, together with the 
opinion of the referee and of the Supreme Court thereon, shall be 
published in such manner as the Supreme Court shall direct, which 
shall make such order, in respect to the expenses of such examination 
and publication, as the court may deem proper. 

Section 23. Each and every individual banker, doing business under 
the general banking laws of this State, shall state in his quarterly re- 
ports whether any person or persons, and who, are interested with 
such individual banker directly or indirectly, in the securities deposit- 
ed with the superintendent for the circulating notes obtained by such 
individual banker, or in the business of circulating said notes, or the 
benefits or advantages thereof; and if it shall appear from such report 
that any other person is so interested with said banker, and in case 
two successive reports of said banker shall not contain such statement, 
or if he omits twice in succession to make such quarterly reports, such 
banker shall forfeit one thousand dollars for each and every omission 
to make such statement, or to file such report as aforesaid, to be sued 
for and recovered by the Attorney General, in the name and for the 
benefit of the people of this State. 

Revised Statutes of Maine, 1883, Page 418, Chapter 47. 

Bank Examiner. 

Section 48. The Governor, with the advice and consent of council, 
shall appoint an examiner of banks, who shall hold his office for three 
years, subject to removal at any time by the appointing power, and 
shall not, during his continuance in office, hold any office in any bank 
in the State. 

Section 49. At least once a year, and as much oftener as the Gov- 
ernor and council deem it expedient, he shall inquire into and exam- 
d — Aud. Gen. 
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ine the transactions of all the banks, and ascertain their condition, and 
whether there has been any departure by brokerage, or otherwise, from 
the ordinary business of banking associations ; note all overissues 
shown by the cashier's weekly balances, and make report of his doings 
annnally to the Governor and council on the first day of December 
to be laid before the legislature. 

Section 50. He may visit all banks as often as he deems it expedient 
for the public safety, thoroughly inspect and examine all their affairs, 
and make all inquiries necessary to ascertain their condition and 
ability to fulfil their engagements, and for that purpose he may sum- 
mon and examine under oath all the directors, officers or agents 
thereof, and such other witnesses as he thinks proper, and any direc- 
tor, officer, agent, or other person who refuses without justifiable cause 
to appear and testify when so required, or who in any way obstructs 
the examiner in the discharge of his duty as herein prescribed shall 
be fined not exceeding one thousand dollars, or imprisoned not ex- 
ceeding two years. 

Section 51. He shall from time to time examine the weekly bal- 
ances made by cashiers, and when it appears that a bank has made 
overissues, he shall notify its cashier forthwith to pay over the for- 
feiture mentioned in section twenty, and if it is not so paid within 
ten days after notice, he shall complain to a justice of the Supreme 
Judicial Court, who shall thereupon summon such bank by a notice 
to its president or cashier to appear before him at a time and a place 
appointed to answer such complaint, and show cause why an injunc- 
tion should not issue against it. If it appears on such hearing that 
the bank has overissued, and not paid the forfeiture within the time 
aforesaid, it shall be enjoined until the forfeiture and costs of pro- 
ceedings are paid, and if such order is not complied with within such 
time as he fixes, the injunction shall be made perpetual, and receivers 
appointed to close the business according to law. And if, on examin- 
ing any bank, the examiner thinks that it is insolvent, that its fu- 
ture progress would be hazardous to the public, or to those having funds 
in its custody, that it has exceeded its powers, or has failed to com- 
ply with all the rules, restrictions, and conditions provided by law, 
he may apply to any justice of the Supreme Judicial Court to issue 
an. injunction to restrain it in whole or in part from proceeding fur- 
ther with its business until a hearing is had, and said justice shall 
forthwith issue such process. After a full hearing of the bank upon 
the matters aforesaid, may dissolve, modify, or make perpetual the 
injunction, make all needful orders and decrees to suspend, restrain, 
or prohibit the further prosecution of the business of the bank ac- 
cording to the course of chancery proceedings, and at his discretion 
may appoint receivers to take possession of its property and effects as 
_ hereinafter provided, subject to rules and orders from time to time 
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prescribed by such court, or any justice thereof in vacation. The 
examiner may appoint a clerk, prescribe his duties, and fix his 
compensation, when he thinks the public good demands it. All 
banks whose charters have expired, or are surrendered or revoked, 
continue subject to all provisions and penalties in this chapter during 
the time allowed their stockholders to act in their corporate capacity 
for the purpose of closing their concerns, and the examiner shall ex- 
amine and proceed against them in the same manner as if their char- 
ters were still existing, and shall publish in one or more newspapers 
nearest the location of the bank, and in such others as he sees fit, a 
notice of the time when the liability of such bank to redeem its bills 
will cease to be continued during the three months next before the 
time named therefor. 

Section 52. When a new bank is about to go into operation, the 
examiner, at the expense of the bank, shall examine and count the 
money actually in the vaults, and ascertain, by the oaths of a ma- 
jority of the directors, that it has been paid in by the stockholders 
towards payment of their shares, and not for any other purpose, and 
that it is intended that it shall remain therein as part of the capital, 
and he shall return certificate thereof to the office of the Secretary of 
State. 

Massachusetts. 

Commissioners of Savings Banks of Massachusetts. 

Section 1. The board of commissioners of savings banks shall con- 
sist of two commissioners appointed by the Governor, with the advice 
and consent of the council, and subject to removal in like manner, 
each of whom shall be sworn, and shall hold office for the term of 
three years, unless sooner removed. Upon the occurrence of a vacancy 
before the expiration of a term, an appointment shall be made for the 
remainder of the term. 

Section 2. The annual salary of each of said commissioners shall be 
two thousand eight hundred dollars, and the board shall be allowed 
two thousand dollars a year for clerical assistance, and also the actual 
expenses incurred in traveling in the discharge of its official duties. 

Section 3. The commissioners shall visit, once in every year, and as 
much oftener as they deem expedient, every savings bank and insti- 
tution for savings incorporated by authority of this Commonwealth. 
At such visit they shall have free access to the vaults, books, and 
papers, and shall thoroughly inspect and examine all the affairs of 
each of said corporations, and make such inquiries as may be neces- 
sary to ascertain its condition and ability to fulfil all its engagements, 
and whether it has complied with the provisions of law. They shall 
preserve, in a permanent form, a full record of their proceedings, in- 
cluding a statement of the condition of each of said corporations. 
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Section 4. Either of the commissioners may summon all trus- 
tees, officers, or agents of any such corporation, and such other 
witnesses as he thinks proper in relation to the affairs, transactions, 
and condition of the corporation, and for that purpose may administer 
oaths; and whoever refuses, without justifiable cause, to appear and 
testify when thereto required, or obstructs a commissioner in the dis- 
charge of his duty, shall be punished by fine not exceeding one thou- 
sand dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding one year. 

Section 5. Upon the certificate, under oath, of any five or more 
officers, trustees, creditors, or depositors of any such corporation, set- 
ting forth their interests and the reasons for making such examination, 
directed to the commissioners and requesting them to examine such 
corporation, they shall forthwith make a full investigation of its affairs 
in the manner before provided. 

Section 6. The commissioners, if upon such examination any such 
corporation appears to be insolvent, or its condition such as to render 
its further proceeding hazardous to the public or to those having funds 
in its custody, shall apply, or if such corporation appears to have ex- 
ceeded its powers or failed to comply with any rule, restriction, or 
condition provided by law, they may apply to a justice of the Supreme 
Judicial Court to issue an injunction restraining such corporation, in 
whole or in part, from further proceeding with its business until a 
hearing can be had. Such justice may, with or without previous no- 
tice, issue such injunction, and, after a full hearing, may dissolve or 
modify it or make it perpetual, and may make such orders and de- 
crees according to the course of proceedings in equity to restrain or 
prohibit the further prosecution of the business of the corporation as 
may be needful in the premises, and may appoint one or more re- 
ceivers to take possession of its property and effects, subject to such 
directions as may from time to time be prescribed by" the court or a 
justice thereof. 

Section 7. When receivers are so appointed, the treasurer of the 
corporation shall make a schedule of all its property ; and its treasurer, 
board of investment, and other officers, transferring its property to the 
receivers, shall make oath that said schedule sets forth all the property 
which the corporation owns or is entitled to. The treasurer shall de- 
liver said schedule to the receivers, and a copy thereof to the commis- 
sioners, who may at any time examine under oath such treasurer, 
board of investment, or other officers in order to determine whether 
or not all the property which the corporation owns or is entitled to 
has been transferred to the receivers. 

Section 8. The commissioners, or one of them, shall, at least once 
in every year, and as much oftener as they deem expedient, examine 
the accounts and doings of all such receivers, and shall carefully ex- 
amine and report upon all accounts and reports of receivers made to 
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the Supreme Judicial Court, and referred to the commissioners by the 
court ; and, for the purposes of this section, shall have free access to 
the books and papers relating to the transactions of such receivers, 
and may examine them, under oath, relative to such transactions. 

Section 9. The commissioners, if in their opinion any such corpora- 
tion, or its officers, or trustees, have violated any law in* relation to 
savings banks, or institutions for savings, shall forthwith report the 
same, with such remarks as they deem expedient, to the Attorney 
General, who shall forthwith institutes prosecution for such violation 
in behalf of the Gommonwealth. 

Section 10. The commissioners, whenever in their opinion any such 
receiver has violated his duty, shall present the facts to the Supreme 
Judicial Court. 

Extract from the Law9 of New York Relating to Bankers, 
Banking, and Trust Companies. 

Section 12. It shall be the duty of the superintendent of the bank- 
ing department, in his discretion, if he shall deem it proper, to person- 
ally examine the books, papers, and affairs of any bank, banking as- 
sociation, individual banker, or corporation required to report to him 
by section two hundred and nineteen of this act ; or said superinten- 
dent may, at any time, in his discretion, designate some competent 
person to make such examination. The person so designated shall 
forthwith examine fully into the books, papers, and affairs of such 
bank, banking association, individual banker or corporation, and re- 
port to the superintendent, on oath, the result of such examination. 
A copy of said report may be forthwith published in the manner pre- 
scribed in section twenty of this act, in respect to the publication of 
quarterly reports. The expenses of every such examination, if any, 
shall be paid by the corporation examined, in such amount as the su- 
perintendent shall certify to be just and reasonable. Whenever such 
examination shall be made by the superintendent in person, or by one 
or more of the regular clerks in his department, no charge shall be 
made except for necessary traveling and other actual expenses. No 
person so designated by the superintendent, as provided by this sec- 
tion, shall be appointed receiver of any bank, banking association, in- 
dividual banker or corporation whose books, papers, and affairs he 
shall have examined pursuant to the provisions of said section. 

Hxtract from the laws of Connecticut. Book Report, 
1886, page 253. 

Section 1. The Bank Commissioners shall visit and examine every 
bank, savings bank, and trust company semi-annually, and oftener, 
and may examine its books and papers in the presence of one or more 
of its officers, to ascertain whether it has been managed according to 
law ; examine any persons, under oath, in relation to its affairs, which 
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oath such commissioners may administer, may compel the attendance 
of witnesses and the production of books and papers by suitable pro- 
cess ; and in case any person, on request of tne commissioners, shall 
refuse to comply with any of the provisions of this section, may ap- 
ply to a judge of the Supreme Court, who shall cause such person to 
come before him and inquire into the facts set forth in such applica- 
tion, and may, thereupon, commit such person to jail until he shall 
comply wit!} said provisions, &c. 

Section 2. The commissioners shall annually report to the General 
Assembly the condition of all such institutions examined by them, 
with such recommendations as they may deem proper, and shall also 
report to the General Assembly and to the State's attorney in the 
county where any such institution is located, any violation of law by 
it or its officers. 

The act further provides for an application to be made for the for- 
feiture of charter, for the appointment of receivers on petitions of 
stockholders, the destruction of notes and plates, the appropriation of 
avails of property, and declaring what conveyances and payments are 
void.
